Girl dies 


NEW YORK (AP)" - 
Helen 


Kane, whose gay little girl's 
voice made the phrase "boop- 
boop-a-doop" a part of the leg- 
end of the Roaring 20s, died 
Monday at 62 after a 10-year 
battle with cancer. 


She succumbed at her home 


in 
Jackson Heights, Queens, 


only hours after watching a tel- 
evision revival of "Three Little 
Words" a movie in which she 
sang ''I want to be loved by 
you" 
— her biggest hit. 


Dan Healy, her husband, said, 


''She got a great kick out of 
hearing her voice coming out 


loud and clear." 


The "boop-boop-a-doop" re- 


frain that Miss Kane made a 
part of most of her songs had its 
birth in 1928 when she was ap- 
pearing at New York's Param- 
ount Theater. She inserted the 
line at a rehearsal and it was a 
hit as soon as the public heard 
it. 


"I don't know why I did it," 


she once told an interviewer. "It 
just came out like that." 


The line and Miss Kane's squ- 


eady-voiced gaiety carried her 
to Hollywood. There her films 
brought her salaries of up to $8,- 
000 a week. 


During 
the 
good days — 


"Money was falling off trees," 
she 
recalled 
— Miss 
Kane 


bought houses, swimming pools 
and businesses. But the invest- 
ments went bad and the fortune 
disappeared.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson and 
Chancellor 


Ludwig Erhard of West Germa- 
ny conclude two days of talks 
today and fly to Cape Kennedy 
for 
a look at the Amerlcaa 


spaceport. 


The four hours of flying also 


gives them an extra chance to 
try and resolve Germany's re- 
quest for a moratorium of four 
or five years in fully living up to 
its agreement to purchase $1.35 
billion worth of U.S. military 
goods by mid-1967. 


At a state dinner Monday 


night, Johnson told Erhard he 
will do "my very best" to visit 
West Germany next spring "if 
my other responsibilities will 
permit." Erhard earlier invited 
him. 


Johnson also said one of those 


responsibilities— U.S. efforts in 
Southeast Asia — "can never 
and will never diminish our con- 
cern for the security of Europe 
and the Atlantic," 


The dinner guests included 


the Gemini 11 astronauts, Cmdr, 
Charles Conrad Jr, 
and Lt, 


Cmdr, Richard F. Gordon Jr., 
who 
were aboard 
America's 


most recent manned space shot 
from Cape Kennedy. 


Johnson and Erhard are to 


visit Cape Kennedy as a follow* 
up to discussions about Ameri- 
can-German cooperation in the 
peaceful exploration of space. 


In talks Monday Johnson and 


Erhard reportedly reached no 
agreement on Germany's desire 
to modify the so-called offset 
agreement, 
designed to help 


compensate the United States 
for costs of keeping 225,000 
\meriean troops in Germany. 


Another attempt at solution 


was to be made today by a top. 
level lorking group including 
SecreUry of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara, Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry H. Fowler, aad 
Undersecretary of State George 
W. Ball, for the United States, 
and Defense Minister Kai-uwe 
Von Hassel, Minister Without 
Portfolio Ludger Westrick and 
State Secretary Karl Carstens 
for West Germany.

home.

7, and Cheryl, 9 — were in near- 
by Ferry Grammar School. 


And the father, A, Gordon 


Wright, 36, prepared to wind up 
a busy day at the office 
so he 


could join his family in their 
new $40,000 home at Grosse 
Pointe Woods, a plush Detroit 
suburb. 


It was a typical family pat- 


tern, repeated in thousands of 
American communities — ex- 
cept for one thing: 


The Wrights are the first Ne- 


gro family to live in the neigh- 
borhood. 


When 
they 
moved in about 


two months ago, they were the 
targets of hostility and harass- 
ment. 


"There were cranks going up 


and down the street — walking, 
driving, 
shouting 'nigger, get 


out'—and I just couldn't con- 
ceive of running into this sort of 
thing in 1966," said Wright, a 
regional director of the federal 
Economic Development Deminis- 
t ration and son of a Cleveland 
millionaire. 


AH is serene now, Wright 


said. 


"We're being treated 
with 


friendliness 
and courtesy, and 


our two girls have had no prob- 
lems in school," he said. "There 
have been no further incidents." 


Other residents of Grosse 


Pointe Woods agree. 


"The Wrights seem to have 


been accepted as just another 
new family 
in the neighbor- 


hood," said Circuit Judge Blair 
Moody Jr., chairman of the 
Grosse Pointe Human Relations 
Council, 


"I'm not suggesting, though, 


that the problem has been com- 
pletely resolved," added Moody, 
who lives about six blocks from 
fhe Wrights. 


The problem is the fear of 


some homeowners that property 
values automatically drop when 
Negroes move into a neighbor- 
hood.

At three earlier trails, two in 
state court and one before a fed- 
eral jury, Rowe testified he was 
in a car with Thomas and two 
other Klansmen—Collie LeRoy 
Wilkins and William Orville Ea- 
ton—when gunshots fired from 
the car killed Mrs, Liuzzo, 38. 


Rowe said Wilkins, a Fair- 


field, Ala., auto mechanic took a 
.38 caliber pistol handed to him 
by

blank into Mrs. Liuzzo's car as 
the four men overtook her on

Thomas, Wilkins and Eaton

Controversial Congressman 


Long used to controversy, Harlem's 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell is now 
under double-barreled attack. In 
Congress, moves are under way to 
strip him of his powers as chair- 
man of the House Education and 
Labor Committee and possibly to 
investigate his office procedures. 
Outside, there is a New York State 
Supreme Court jury trial arising 
from a libel judgment agains'. him. 
It adds up to the severest chal- 
lenge yet in the long career of one 
of the most flamboyant figures on 
the .American scene. 


A spellbinder in the pulpit or on a street corner, Powell's 
apparently unshakable political power base is New York 
City's Harlem, where he is pastor of the huge Abyssinian 
Baptist Church. 


First elected to Congress in 1945, 
Demo- 


crat Powell collided with colleagues in 
1956 when he announced support of Presi- 
dent 
Eisenhower's 
re-election bid. The 


Democratic caucus later let him off with 
no more than a verbal slap on the wrist. 


Powell's marriages have made news. His second was to jazz pianist Hazel 
Scott, left. The reported complaint of third wife Yvette Diago of Puerto 


Rico, right, that although on Powell's office payroll at $20,578 a year 


she is not receiving salary checks triggered the current wave of criticism. 


Another woman in Powell's 
life is Harlem widow Mrs. 
Esther James. She won a 
libel judgment against him 
but for years Powell avoided 
payment as successive court 
rulings raised the figure to 
more than $160,000.

frequent cause of eczema and, 
by eliminating all wheat and 
wheat products from the diet, 
he has cured some stubborn 
cases that had been present 
for over 20 years. 


The next problem in chronic 


eczema, and most cases be- 
come chronic, is to determine 
how much of the itching erup- 
tion is due to the underlying 
cause, how much is due to 
overtreatment with creams or 
lotions to which the victim 
may be sensitive and how 
much is due to the inevitable 
scratching. 


Nerves are not a direct 


cause but the disease may 
cause nervous tension which 
increases the scratching there- 
by setting up a vicious cycle. 


Answer to Previous Puzzle 


In order to break such a cycle 
aspirin is often effective in 
stopping the itching.

see it with a sister, Mrs. F. M. 
Gibson. It was the dreariest two 
hours I have ever 
spent in a 


theater. 


The story takes place in a 


single night, but nothing happens. 
Four people — Burton and Taylor 
and a younger couple — spend 
the night hurlingprofanityateach 
flther and getting drunk. The pic- 
ture is under-lighted, low-keyed 
as to sound — and (s as bankrupt 
a performance as the movies have 
ever put up in the way of counter- 
felt entertainment. 


While my sister seemed to get 


a bang out of my caustic com- 
ments as the film unrolled I was 
trying to analyze what made It 
such atrociously bad 'theater.' 
.-And then I remembered some- 
thing. 


Back in 1938 while visitingWar- 


ner Brothers studio in Burbank, 
Calif., I saw the shooting of some 
of the scenes in "Boy Meets 
Girl," 
starring James Cagney 


and Marie Wilson. Naturally Iwas 
among those present when the 
film came to Hope's Saenger 
Theater — and was monument- 
.QjUy disappointed when it turned 
out to be so poor that I walked out 
on it. That memory gave me a 
clue as to why the Burton-Taylor 
epic also was a disaster.

Hsoline barge, its hull ripped 
when it went aground in San 
Francisco Bay, exploded today, 
killing two men and leaving 
three others missing and pre- 
sumed dead. 


Another four men were in- 


jured, one critically, when the 
Standard Oil Co. barge No. 18 
went aground near San Francis- 
co Pier 64, while en route from 
I^chmond on the other side of 
the bay. 


The Police Department said 


Standard Oil tug No. 4 inexpli- 
cably lost control of the barge 
near Pier G2 while nearing its 
destination during early morn- 
ing darkness. 


Gasoline from a ruptured tank 


on the barge spilled over bay 
waters. A deck hand victim said 
;j). unexplained flame from the 


[ barge touched off the blast. 


The Standard Oil employe on 


the barge and three on tne tug 
all were either dead, missing or 
injured. 
Also missing were two Coast 


Guardmen from a patrol boat 
that was standing by. The patrol 
boat was burned to the water 
line and the barge was com- 
Jfetely wrecked. 


Although ruined, 
the barge 


was afire hours later and the 
Fire Department estimated it 
contained enough fuel to burn 24 
hours.

two 
Standard Oil
